WNo indented writing 
was found on the envelope or letter.

Ne perused a copy of the anonymous threatening letter 
received at his office in Vashington on Februcry 25,. 1965, 
which had been postmarked at New York, New Yor, on February 24, 
1965, and eddressed to “Ren. Adam C. Powell, House of Repre- 
sentatives, Washington, D. C.” 


Congressman Powell said he could offer no specific 
suspects as to who may have written the above connunication 
but observed that the names of Malcolm X and Reverend Milton 
Galamaison in this connection appeared to be significant. 

He noted Reverend Galamaison is the Pastor of Siloan 
Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, New York, and the coordinator . 
of demonstrations held in New York City during the Fall of 
1964. in support of school boycott protesting de facto 
segregation. Congressman Powell observed he participated 

in a school boycott demonstration in New York City during 

the Fall of 1964 with Reverend Galfimaison and Malcole X. 

He noted an opposition organization to school boycotting was 
the Parents and Taxpayers Association (PTA), composed of 
mostly white people. 


Congressman Powell gave the opinion possibly someone 
connected with PTA may have written the anonymous letter. He 
observed that certain language in this communication suggests 
that the author is a white man. In particular, he noted the te 
terns "colored folks” seems to be an expression that white 
miles use and that today Negroes in referring to themselves 
use the tern, "Negro." ‘

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The Congresspan said the reference in this anonyzous 
compunication to Esther James, the claimant in a current 
$211,000 libel suit against him, possibly could mean that the 
author of this letter could be someone connected with this 
case and/or sympathetic to James.
